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UFO APPEARS OVER HONOLULU - The Star-Bulletin front paged this two column story 

Feb. 12: Two Kaimuki housewives reported they witnessed 
two strange-loolcing unidentified objects cavorting in the sky high above St. Louis 
Heights yesterday (Feb. 11 ) v Mrs. Winifred Anderson, 33<& Maunalou Ave., said she 
saw the first "glowing" object Just before noon as it appeared to be diving straight 
toward the earth* , "It had a shiny tail, ^ike aluminum,. that looked like a streak 
of lightning*" The main body of the object glowed os though it had an electric light 
in„it. 5Ehe.body was described aa m "half^baH"-done* t IV streaked off and disappeared 
in a cloud. She colled her sister-in-law next door and aa both women watched the 
object suddenly reappeared. "This time we saw, two of them, the second one was a 
little smaller and traveling below the big one," The objects zoomed off toward Koko 
Head and vanished into the clouds. Mrs. Anderson said the flying objects were too 
high for kits and changed direction too fast for Jet planes. "I've never seen any¬ 
thing like this before’." Local officials, dutifully abiding by APR 200-2, said the 
sighting could have been balloons or Jet planes. The Honolulu Advertiser quoted 
an Air Force spokesman as saying that "Jet aircraft account for 99$ of reports of 
unidentified flying objects." He apparently didn’t vesture to say whether Mrs. 
Anderson 9 8 sighting was in the 99$ or the 1$ category. 

RUNAWAY GUIDED MISSILE HUNTED - Feb. 21 (UP): A runaway Matador guided missile 

broke away from its radio control at Hollonan APB 
today and soared untracked for hundreds of miles before it reportedly fell in an 
uninhabited mountain area in Western Colorado. . . Officials of CONAD, the Contin¬ 
ental Air Defense Command at Colorado Springs, at first denied any missile was loose 9 .” 
My deepest sympathies go to Air Force public relations men who must copefl with the 
crossed wires of official admissions and denials which resulted from this one. Three 
questions come to a Saucer Researcher's mind, 1. Was it really an uncontrolled Matador 
or was it a hasty cover-up for a WO too solid and too heal to be denied? and 2. If 
the basic story is true was the Matador kidnapped by a UFO for the research equipment 
it carried?' If thiB is true it would go fhr tdUATd^ explaining 3. Why the Air 'Force 
decided it was "too expensive” to locate tte misguided missile which made an "uncon* 
firmed" crash in western Colorado’.' 

Amusing thing about this story was that in the same edition of tte Star-Bulletin was 
the Drew Pearson column devoted to hie first hand observations of the Air Defenses of 
tte tiblted States, quote "... conventional r-snemny aircraft would have an extremely 
difficult time effectively penetrating the carefully charted defenses of the United 
States." And also this week the Feb. 11 Issue of Life Magazine hit the newsstands 
of Honolulu with the big, beautiful story on the SAGE-eneay-airplane-vaming system, 
and how officials at CONAD in Colorado Springs see the "entire aerial front” of the 
United States "at a glance and smason extra help. . Extra help was summoned In 
tte form of a Jet Interceptor from Eirtland APB. This Jet, type not given, failed to 
catch the 650 mlle-per-hour Matador. 

A SIMILAR CASE IN POINT - I wouldn't venture to guess who launched and guided the 

"guided missile" that streaked over Tucson, Arizona on 
Peb. 1, 1949 but there was no doubt in the minds of thousands of Tucsonltes that 



something unusual passed over their fair city at sunset because the gadget left 
a trail of black spoke a mile vide at 30,000 feet 0 . The Matador was only a gleam 
in some engineer-designer's eye eight years ago, and the Air Force had no super¬ 
sonic Jet interceptors then, either. The best it could do at that time was to send 
up a war-weary B-29 to give futile chase. It was about this time that the great 
friend of the American people. Secretary of Defense James Forreetal, decided to 
allay any fears you and I might have about an Invasion from outer space. He persuaded 
Sidney Shallett, a feature writer for the Saturday Evening Post, to do two articles 
on Flying Saucers, identifying them as a new form of mass hallucination. Now that 
we are eight years older and wiser, I hope, and high speed hallucinations are becoming 
a matter of fact, we can expect that In some cases solid, verifiable UFOs will be 
attributed to misguided missiles. 

THE WIDER AND BLUER FONDER - San Diego, Feb. 20 (AF): MaJOen B.A.Schriever, top 

Air Force ballistic missiles expert says that "several 
decades from now the Important battles may not be sea or air battles, but space 
battles What about the space battles that are going on right now, General, not 
to mention the historical ones that have already taken placet You aren't old enough 
to reaeber the one that occurred April 26, l6l2 over Normandy, France. In that aerial 
melee the shell fire between a fiery globe and a rectangular "cloud" at great height 
above Lalgle In broad daylight rocked the country side and littered the ground with 
fragments. More recently but still before your time. General, was the aerial battle 
that took place over Saw Mill Run, Pennsylvania, on July 28, 1874. Two black clouds 
flashing lightning and booming thunder sailed Into each other above the horrified 
gaze of the Inhabitants. The clash resulted in a cloudburst which drowned 150 
innocent Saw Millions. But surely, General Schrlever, you must have read most eagerly 
Air Intelligence reports on the space ship that was blasted to smithereens - by SOME 
BODY - thirty miles above Norton, Kansas on Feb. 18, 1948. The explosion, clearly 
visible to startled earthlings, rocked six states - a really staggering hallucination 
you might say. And then Just two years ago this month there was the twin torpedo 
space ship, hunted down by some Invisible, ruthless killer, that came in from over 
the sea near Westport, New Zealand. This one also was blown up with a roar that 
shook the entire region - so completely that apparently not a piece was found. 

Total destruction of the eneny occurred again Just three months ago in the skies 
above Wilmington, Delaware on the morning of Nov. 20.

out on voyages of space conquest beyond your wildest dreams of glory. 

THE 3-D POINT OF VTEW - Is proving a stumbling block to too many Saucer Researchers 

because they still worship the material science of the early 
20th century. No sincere person need be ashamed of the logical method of thinking 
about solid, every day objects, but such thinking becomes defective when applied to 
the new or the unusual. And the new and the unusual has a way of becoming common¬ 
place in about twenty years. Meanwhile the determined logician has become a crusty 
old fuddy duddy, a relic of the past’. To stay in the forefront of Saucer Research 
the UPOnlan will have to shift his thinking at least to what 0 us penalty calls the 
psychological method of thinking and eventually to the esoteric method, one which 
enforaces all. He outlines these ideas in the preface to the second edition of hlB 
New Model of the Universe. It Is amazing to me how the people who worship science, 
both the layman »nd the technician, seem totally unaware that the science of physics 
has moved unobtrusively into metaphysics. This change Is discussed briefly in the 
editorial in the Jan. 28 edition of Life. But long, long before Jan. 28, 1957 the 
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leading philosopher-scientists had deserted the logical materialists and detailed 
this movement into esoteric thinking In their writings. In Physics and Philosophy 
Sir James Jeans says: N A review of modern physics has shown that all attempts J^at 
mechanical models or pictures have failed and oust fall. For a mechanical model 
or picture must represent things as happening in space and time, while it has rec¬ 
ently teen shown that the ultimate Jprocesses of nature neither occur in, nor 
admit of representation in, space and time. . the physical theory of relativity 

has now shown that electric and magnetic forces are not real at all; they are mere 
mental constructs of our own resulting from our rather misguided efforts to under¬ 
stand the motions of the particles. . Sir Arthur Eddington agrees with this: 

. . Modem physics has eliminated the notion of substance. . . Mind is the first 
and most direct thing in our experience. . . the old atheism is gone. . and then 
there is J+B+S .Haldane: ”... The material world, which has been taken for a world 
of blind mechanism, is In reality a Spiritual world seen very partially and imper¬ 
fectly. The only real world is the Spiritual world. . And to sum them up a quote 
from Einstein! "I believe In God. . . who reveals Himself in the orderly harmony of 
nature, the universe. . . the basis of scientific work is the conviction that the 
world is an ordered and comprehensible m nft tfr j c entity and not a thing of chance." 

Ouspensky says there are four different levels of thought and "when the logical mind 
meets with problems which are too big, and when it does not stop before them but 
starts out to solve them, it inevitably falls down, loses touch with reality and 
becomes In fact ‘defective"It is this defective thinking which attributes Flying 
Saucers to mass hallucination. "The psychological method distinguishes between 
different levels of thinking and of realising the fact that perceptions change 
according to the powers and properties of the perceiving apparatus. The psychological 
mind can see the limitations of the "logical mind" and the absurdities of the "defec¬ 
tive mind" — it can understand the reality of the existence of a higher mind and 
of esoteric knowledge, and see it in its manifestations. This is impossible for the 
merely logical mind. . . A man must realize the limitedness of his own mind and the 
possibility of the existence of another, better mind. Hor will esoteric ideas, that 
is, ideas cosing from higher mind, say much to a logical man. . . (he) can neither 
see nor hear beyond a very small radius or the most elementary things. This limited¬ 
ness of the logical mind renders it powerless even before quite simple problems of 
ordinary life once they go beyond the limits of its accustomed scale. . . with the 
help of the psychological method it will (not) always be possible to find solutions 
to problems too difficult or too big for the logical mind . Realff solutions can come 
only from higher mind possessing higher knowledge, that is, from esoteric lam. This 
is the difference between the psychological method and the esoteric method."

of the Telonlcs Research Bulletin in which Dr. Williamson 
reveals that he has learned who is the power behind the men who have threatened certain 
Saucer Researchers, once they have learned the truth.

From these books you will learn that 
Benjamin Frank}.in was threatened by the three men in. black. They were meEfcers of 
Parliament representing the Bank of England when the Colonies sent Franklin there 
in the 1750s and 60s to plead for the right to control our money „ He told the men 
in black "taxes an our tea and other goods can easily be bom but if you take control 
of our money away from us the Colonies will fights 9 And his prophecy came true on 
April 19, 1775 . We won the Revolution but lost control of our money again - and our 
government. - when the international bankers, through Alexander Hamilton, got a 
national bank bill passed in 1791. That control continued until 1836 when President 
Andrew Jackson refused to renew the Bank Charter. Our country was then free of debt 
until the CiTll War. The International Bankers saw the slavery issue as their best 
chance to regain control of America's wealth and power., How? By offering unlimited 
credit to' the Southern leaders for the purchase of War materials . Lincoln preserved 
the Ttoidn but in the financial chaos of ■'the war the bankers bribed another national 
bank act through Congress in 1863„ With Lincoln assassinated and out of the way (by 
a man in black, of course) In 1865 the bankers began withdrawing legal U43 .Government 
money out of circulation and replacing it with their irtereat-bear ing bank notes . 

Thus their financial legerdemain increased the Civil War debt of $4 billion to the 
colossus we carry on our backs today. Here and there, down through our history, a 
few men have seen the truth at international finance, even as Dr. Williamson has.
